Number of Russian Prisoners Now Approaching 20,000—General 


Brusiloff’s Soldiers Have Taken Three Vill 
Driven Beyond Little Stripa River—Russians

In Bastern Galicia the Russians continue their advance toward 
Lemburg and it is reported unofficially that the Austro-Germans 
under the pressure of the Russians ar evacuating Brzezany, the 
centre of much heavy fighting in the past few days. Around Zlochoff, 
north of Brzezany, and east of Lemburg, General Brusiloff’s soldiers 
have occupied three villages and driven the Austro-Germans beyond 
the little Stripa River. Berlin admits this reverse, and declares that 
only German reserves were able to stem the onrush of the Russian 
tide. The number of prisoners taken by the Russians is approaching 


20,000. . 


In Volhynia there are signs that the Russians there are preparing 
for an offensive and already attacks have been made against the 
Teuton positions along the Kovel-Lutsk railroad in the direction of 


Kovel. 


Some fighting activity is also reported from Riga and near 


Smorgon, north of the Pripet marshes. 

The British and Germans continue to raid each others’ lines on 
the northern end of the western front and in Champagne and on the 
left bank of the Meuse, in the Verdun region, the Germans and 


French still are fighting intensely at isolated points, 


There have 


been no important actions in the other fields of war. 


To Fight to the Death 

LONDON, July 3.—The Austro- 
German forces are evacuating Brae- 
zany, fifty miles southeast of Lem- 
berg, the capital of Galicia, says a 
Reuter's despatch from Petrograd. 
The Russian armies have _ invested 
Brzezany from the northeast, south- 
cast and southwest. 

Units of four Russian arndes, the 
despatch adds, are co-operating in the 
Galician advance, covering a front of 
about twenty miles. These units, with 
the approval of the commander in 
chief, are resolving to do or die in 
the supreme test of Russia's man- 
hood. 


They are called, respectively, regi- 
ments, battalions, companies, batter- 
ies and squadrons of ‘‘death."’ They 
wear black an‘ red stripes on their 


cuffs, with a death's head on crossed 
swords. 
Activity at Yypres 
LONDON, July 3.—The official re- 
port from: British headquarters’ in 
Irance tonight reads: 


“In the Yypres region there has 
been considerable artillery activity on 
both sides. 

“The enemy raided our trenches 


this morning east of Laventie; two of 
our men are missing. 

‘afHostile aerial activity has shown 
a marked Increase in the past few 
days. Successful artillery work and 
bombing raids were carried out yes- 
terday by our airplanes. One Ger- 
man airplane was brought down by 
gunfire within our lines. Three more 
were brought down in the air fight- 
ing. Two others were driven down 


out of control, 
is missing." 
Successful Rald 

LONDON, July 3.—The report from 
British headquarters in France, _ is- 
sued at noon today, says: 

“We successfully raided west of 
Havrincourt and north of Nieuport, 
capturing a few prisoners last night. 
South of the Cojeul river the enemy 
attacked. our advanced posts but was 
driven off." 


Artillery Engagements 


PARIS, July 8.—The official com- 
munication issued tonight reads; 

“Quite marked artillery activity 
was displayed north of St. Quentin 
and on the left bank of the Meuse, 
near Hill 304, as well as in’ Cham- 
pagne in the sectors of Mont Carnillet 
and Mont Teton 

“East of Coucy Le Chateau there 
were patrol encounters. We made 
some prisoners, including one officer 
The day was calm on the rest of the 
front. 

“Belgian communication: ‘The ar- 
tillery fighting was very spirited jn 
the region of Woesten, Lizerne and 
Steenstraete. An enemy attempt to 
cross the canal in the neighborhood of 
Het Sas was broken by our fire, The 
artillery was immediately active on 
the rest of the front. An enemy air- 
plane was brought down by our artil- 
lery between Dixmude and Keyem.’ 

“Eastern theatre: There was can- 
nonading on both sides, An enemy 
airplane, which had been brought 
down and fallen within the enemy 
lines, was caught under our fire.”

THIRTEEN YET 
TO SPEAK ON 
DRAFT BILL 


Little Chance Of Divisions Today 
—Voting Sure On 
Thursday. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 3.—With thirteen 
members still anxious to speak after 
the adjournment of the house tonirht 
the prospect of division In the second 
reading of the military service bill 


and amendments thereto at the Wed- 
nesday sitting are not very bright. 
There is no doubt, however, that ‘if 
divisions cannot be taken tomorrow 
they will come on Thursday, 

The speakers in the debate today 
included J. H, Sinclair, of Guysboro; 
tr, B. McCurdy, under-secretary of 
the militia department; W. E. 
Knowles, of Moose Jaw; Colonel Cur- 
rie, of North Simcoe; L. T. Pacaud, of 
Megantic; A. Lachance, Quebec Cen- 
tre; C, A, Wilson, Laval, and G, Boy- 
er of Vaudreuil, 

Mr. McCurdy gave some Interesting 
figures to show the urgent need for 
infantry reinforcements at the front. 
He maintained that the present re- 
serves would be used up in less than 
six months. This was apart from 10,- 


500 men still in Canada at the time 
che estimate was made, 

Support for Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
referendum amendment come _ from 
Mr, Sinclair, Mr. Knowles, and the 
French-Canadian speakers on the 
opposition side of the house, while 


Mr, McCurdy and Colonel Currie sup- 
ported the bill. Mr, Knowles, while 
favoring the referendum, said he was 
not opposed to the principle of con- 
scription if he thought the bill would 
cet the nunsber of men required, He 
believed that the best plan to fotlow 
would be to let conditions in Canada 
revert to the situation which prevalled 
when the prime minister returned 
from England, He would let con- 
scription stand In abeyance for the 
time being to see if the party lcaders 
could not reach some common ground 
on which to further the Interests of 
the country In the war. 

Colonel Currle praised the Fronch- 
Canadian soldiers and said he hetiev: 
ed the majority of the people of Que- 
bec would accept the measure with- 
out protest. He was disposed to ridi- 
cule taxation proposals emanating 
from the opposition benches, more 
particularly the proposals tax 
land and conscript wealth.

Russian Offensive Shares With 
American Army Honors Of 
The Day. :

PARIS, July 3,—-The Russian  of- 
fensive shares with the American 
army in France the honors of the day 
in the French newspapers, The splen- 
did news from General Brusiloff's 
headquarters, coming on the heels of 


the arrival of the American’ van- 
guard, fills France's cup of joy to 
overflowing. The temporary wave 


of despondency and impatience which 
found an outward manifestation in 
two dozen interpellations of the gov- 
Seanad in the chamber has vanish- 
ed. 

The reappearance of the Russian 
army on the scene of the great war 
drama has been discussed in France 
for some time past, but the general 

ublic had hardly shared the optim- 
ism of public men who returned from 
visits to Russia. The ally's loyalty 
never had been doubted, but her abil- 
ity to carry out big military opera- 
tions at an early date had been ques- 
tioned. The news, therefore, came as 
an agreeable surprise and morning 
newspapers hastened to make an hon- 
orable amend, 

“The Russians have just shown the 
pessimists and skeptics who doubted 
that they were capable of resuming 
the offensive that they have lost noth- 
ing of their dash and valor,” the Ma- 
tin says. “The revelation has revived 
Russia's patriotism, She is today 
like immortal France ot 1798. Her 
army, regenerrated and organized, is, 
so to speak, an armty of volunteers 
who also have for a motto that of our 
fathers, ‘Victory or Death’ Their ef- 
fort is only beginning. It will develop, 
It is sustained by the greatest forces 
in the world, a force which is essen- 
tial to the strength of armies—mora! 
confidence,” 

All newspapers pay the highest trib 
ute to the efforts of Mirister of War 
Kerensky, Which made the event pos 
sible, 


DIPLOMATS WARN 
CHINESE GOVT. 


Looking After The Safety Of

A dispatch to the Times from Pekin 
says that the Imperial edict as signed 
Sunday aserts that under the republic 
bribery prevailed and foreign obliga- 
tions increased enormously. 


ATTACK OF SUBS 
ON AMERICAN 
TROOP SHIPS 


Official Statement Issued By Sec- 
retary Of Navy—Enemy 
Informed,

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Thatt wo 
vicious attacks were made by U-boats 
on the American transports and con- 
voys carrying the American expedi- 
tlonary force to Europe was made 
known in an official statement issued 
this evening by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, on the occasion of the arri- 
val today of the last contingent of 
General Pershing’s forces at a French 
port.

GERMANS NOW 
_ AIDING WITH 
HEAVY GUNS 


Array Of Big Calibre Artillery In 
Trentino Indicates Austrian 
Offensive. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ROME, July 2., via London, July 3. 
—The array of Austrian big calibre 
artillery in the Trentino has assumed 
the aspect of preparation for an of- 
fensive. The Italian supreme com- 
mand has been able to ascertain that 
Germany has considerably contribut- 
ed to this greater quantity of artillery, 


sending her ally hundreds of trains 
carrying ammunition, 
The Italian troops on the Cucco, 


Vodice and the Carso made their re- 
cent advance under a barrage fire of 


exceptional intensity. Mcre than a 
thousand Austrian big calibre guns 
are arranged on the short expanse 


from Vipacco to the sea. The inten- 
sity and number of the enemy's bom- 
bardments shows the great amount of 
their munitions. Every day Italian 
aeroplanes are able to verify new em- 
placements for artillery and the arriv- 
al of guns and amndunition, 

Austria has lost most of her old 
artillery on the Austrian front, but 
her reserves of men are not sufficient 
to allow her to withdraw more than 
eight or nine divisions from the Rus- 
sian to the Italian front. The addi 
tion of the divisions to those already 
on the Italian front is sufficient to 
organize a local counter-offensive, 

In certain parts of the Russian 
front the Austro-Germans only keep 
one division in a_ stretch fourteen 
miles long, while on certain parts of 
the Italian front Austria crowds one 
division to each mile, These numbers 
denote more than any reasoning the 
difference in; warlike potentiality be- 
tween the Italian and Russian fronts, 
and the neromous weight which has 
falien on the shoulders of the Itallan 
army. 


DESPITE SUBS 
MOVEMENT 
INCREASING 


Thirty-Seven More Ships Arrived 
At New York In 
June, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, July 3,—In spite of 
German submarines the movement of 
shipping between New York and for- 
elgn ports Increased tn June, com- 
pared with May, according to customs 
house statistics given out today. 
Thirty-seven more ships arrived at 
this port in June than in May. The 
June arrivals numbered 466, with a 
total tonnage of 1,252,599, as compar- 
ed with 428 ships with a total ton- 
nage of 1,099,482 for May, 

Thirty more ships sailed from New 
York in June, the total being 458, 
with a tonnage of 1,225, 636, as com- 
pared with 428 and 1,165,608 tonnage 
in May. American ships reaching this 


port in June numbered 121, a _  de- 
crease of six, while 148 American 
ships departed, an Increase of two 


over May 

Clearances for the year ending June 
80, 1917, totalled, however, only 13,- 
680,245 tons, compared with 16,541,- 
482 tons for the year ending June 30, 
1914, the year before the war. On 
the other hand, the clearances were, 
in excess of those for the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1915, whie 
were 12,944,975 tons,

LONDON, July 3.—There was an 
unusual scene in the house of lords 
this afternoon, when Baron Hardinge, 
the former viceroy of India, appeared 
to defend and explain his share in -he 
manaagement of the first Mesopota- 
mia expedition, which culminated in 
the surrender of General Towrehen,s 
at Kut-El-Amara with the largest 
British force which had laid down 


arms before an enemy in more than 
a century, 
Call for Impeachment 
The revelations contained in the 
recent report of the commission on 


the Mesopotamia expedition ani the 
charges contained therein creats1 a 
greater sensation in Great Britain 
than any similar episode since the 
Crimean war, and a portion of the 
press has been cailing for the im- 
peachment or the dismissal from pul- 
lic office of all concerned, includtog 


Baron Hardinge, who is now permu- 
nent under seeretary of the foreiso 
office. 


Lord Hardinge began with on ox 
pression of regret that the commission 
did not include an eminent lawyer 
accustomed to Weigh evidence, and 
that all the evidence taken could not 
be pudlished, After a detalled = re- 
view of the managendent of the expe- 
dition he said; 

Civilian vs. Military 


“The viceroy is theoretically re- 


sponsible for everything — tnat hap- 
pens in India and outside of Indie 
where Indian interests are affected. 


But he has to trust to his Heutenants 
and advisers for information and 
guidance. IT hgaye no desire to shirk 
any responsibility that is my due, but 
it is not easy t] know what further 
strenuous and peremptory action= [ 
could have taken without exposing 
myself to. the cherge of excessive ci- 
vilian interferenee in military af- 
fairs, 

“Private rumor said that. things 
were going badly. The official re- 
ports said they were going well, It 
was my first duty to ascertain the 
truth, It may be difficult for people 
tin Fingland to ronttge the inherent «if 
ficulties In personal supervision — hy 
the viceroy of medical arrangement:

What India Has Done 

He pointed out that the commis 
sion under Field Marshal Baron Nich- 
olson, which investigated the India 
army in 1913, recommended the matin- 
tenance of seven and one-third divi- 
sions of infantry, five cavalry bi! 
gades, with reserves, and that with'n 
six months after the war India hal 
mobilized ten infantry divisions and 
had sent seven overseas, and eight 
cavalry brigades, of which six went 
to France. India had also supplied 
immense stores of ammunition and 
equipment to the home government 
As a result, Indla’s own needs |< 
came pressing when the Mesopotamia 
operations began, but insistent dle- 
mands upon the war office for 
troops, machine guns and other mate 
rial ndet with refusal of scanty sup- 
plies owing to the greater need in 
France.

NOW IN CHARGE 
EAST ST. LOUIS 


Death List In Race Riots Now 
Twenty-Eight—1614 Acres 
Fire Swept.

KAST ST. LOUIS, Ills., July 3.— 
Thirteen companies of National 
Guardsmen tonight patrolled the 


streets of East St. Louis to prevent a 
recurrence of the race riots which, 
since yesterday morning, have result- 
ed in a death lits of 28 persons, the in- 
jury of 75 or more, and the destruc- 
tion by fire of 310 negro homes, cov- 
ering 16 1-2 acres of ground, 

The entire community of 80,000 
persons is terrorized by the events of 
the last two days, and that they have 
little confidence in the ability of the 
Guardsmen to cope with the situation 
was intimated today when the cham- 
ber of commerce demanded to know 
from Adjutant General Dickson why 
the troopers had not displayed more 
energetic activity last night in con- 
trolling the mobs. Members of © the 
chamber did not hesitate to charge 
coward ‘gainst the soldierg and in 
difference on the part of the police. 

Thirty-five small fires occurred to- 
night in small shacks in various sec- 
tions of the city, all, it is believed, of 
incendiary origin. Up to a late hour, 
there were no other disorders 

Many negroes left the city today. 


FOUR THOUSAND 
ON STRIKE IN 
US. SHIPYARDS 


Demand For Minimum Wage Of 
$4.50—Dispute Affetcs 
50,000. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, July 53.—Representa- 
tives of the marine trades council es- 
timate] tonight that more than 4,500 
workmen employed in five New York 
and New Jersey shipyards are on 
strike, They predicted that unless the 
employers grant the demand for a 
minimum wage of $4,509 a day 60,000 
men in all will be called out. The 
unlfon ieaders announced that several 
Brooklyn shipyards had agreed to 
the wage increase. 

The seriousness of the strike, as 
portrayed by the strikers’ representa- 
tives was belittled by Henry C, Hun- 
ter, secretary and attorney of the 
National Metal Trades Association, 
the eniployers’ organization, He said 
he did not believe that more than 
2,000 men had joined the strike. The 
employers, he asserted, intended to 
.wait uptil the differences had been 
adjusted through efforis now being 
made by R. B. Mahany, a concilfator 
of the ¢epartment of labor, 

The strike thus far has been order- 
ly and no steps have been taken to 
increase the guards of soldiers detailed 
to those yards having government 
work before the strike beran. 


POTATO RIOTS 
TAKE PLACE 
IN HOLLAND 


Crowd Raids Stores—Police Fire 
On Mob—One Person 
Killed. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

AMSTERDAM, July 3. Serious 
potato riots took place here last night, 
when mobs attucked two markets and 
were dispersed by police, The crowd 
raided stores and carried away po- 
tatoes in several instances and after 
vainly firing into the altr, ball cart- 
ridges were fired into the rioters, It 
is reported one person was killed and 
many wounded, including two police- 
men, 

The dock workers here have pro- 
claimed a strike and troops sent from 
Haarlem are guarding the harbor. 

Early in the evening the _ police 
closed all the streets and bridges lead- 
ing to the chief vegetable market in 
Marnix street, but despite precau- 
tions, enormous crowds gathered, in- 
cluding women carrying children, The 
mob became unmanageable and at ten 
o'clock reinforcements of mounted 
police, who were hurried to the scene, 
began to fire over the heads of the 
people. A fierce battle developed in 
the dark streets until midnight, when 


troops appeared and closed the en- 
trance to the markets. 
Worse scenes occurred at the po- 


tato market on Handels Kade, 

The newspapers today express fear 
that the riots will be renewed tonight, 
and believe that such demonstrations 
are unavoidable, considering the gov- 
ernment’s economel policy and the 
nunger of the people.

Last Night of Decision—No Money for Side-

“IT don't think that there will be 
any money to spend on plank walks 
and other improvements this year, 
so it will be useless to advertise 
them,” said Mayor Henry last night, 
when there Came up for considera- 
tlon the achedules covering the local 
Inéprovements proposed for this year 
which had been passed by committee 
and city council. The commissioners 
asked whether the schedules should 
be advertised, 

Council agreed with Mayor Henry's 
remarks and the reports were accord- 
ingly filed, 

The same course was adopted with 
regard to the proposed sewer exten- 
sions. 

Mayor Henry informed council that 
the city had been obliged to suspend 
payments for a short while, as It 
would take a week or so to arrange 
for the new loan on the tax arrears, 
and in the meantime the bank would 
not make further advances, Mayor 
Henry said that the wished the alder- 
men to have this information so that 
they would understand the position of 
the city, 

Approve Assessment 

On the application of City Assessor 
Walker, council formally confirmed 
the assessment roll for 1917, subject 
to the decisions of the court of revi- 
sion and the court of appeal. 

‘Assessor Walker reported that the 
total valuation of the city was $112,- 
628,390, the net musicipal assess- 
ment was $100,308,760, the public 
school assessnfent $89,579,360, and the 
separate school assessment $11,234,- 
030 

In dealing with this matter of as- 
sessments, a letter was received from 
Ald, TT. Bellamy, in which he said 
that Ald, Grant's interpretation of 
clause 347A of the city charter pre- 
cluded further appeal to a Judge = on 
the matter of assessments. In view 
of this he asked what course appel- 
lants should take 

Suggesiton was made chat the ques- 
tion should be referred to the city 
solicitor for report, but Ald. Grant 
said that he did not think that it was 
nm wise course for council to give a 
ruling on the matter He moved that 
Ald. Bellamy be informed that he 
should consult his solicitor, 

Ald. Grant added: “IT don't want to 
put it in too cold-blooded a manner. 
1 will move that he be informed that 
council can not take the responsibility 
of informing him as to the right of 
appeal.” 

This was seconded by Ald 
and carried.

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MURDERER OF 
CONSTABLE HAS 
GOT CLEAN OFF 


Only Clue To Perpetrator Of 
Crime Bag Found At 
Place.

CALGARY, Alta,, July 3.—The cor- 
oner's inquest on the body of Police 
Constable Arthur Duncan, who was 
murdered Sunday night tn the alley 
behind the Revelstoke Lumber Com 
pany's office, was held tonight, While 
a great many residents in the district 
heard the shots, no one seems to 
have undertaken an investigation, nor 
was the police cepartment notified by 
anyone, Nothing new developed dur- 
ing the inquest from the information 
held by the police the day after the 
murder, 

On the morning of the discovery of 
the body a brown traveling bag was 
picked up at the scene of the murder, 
and it appears to have borne some ar- 


ticles of oll-strewed hardware, for 
the interior of the bag was very 
greasy. |. is possible that the man 


traveled in a motor car, for the police 
have it established that a car was seen 
to leave the vicinity shortly after- 
wards, and It was noted that it bore 
no lights, 

Another report is to the effect that 
a man in some kind of «# uniform was 
seen proceeding north from\ the scene 
of the crime just after the sound of 
the shots had been heard, but whether 
this man had anything to do with the 
shooting is not certain, Evidencs was 
given that he paid no attention to 
the excitement of the few people 
around, but simply kept on going.

CONCEDE HUNS 
MUST ACCEPT 
ALLIES’ TERMS 


Prisoners Taken During Past 
Few Days Pleased At Being 
Cxptured.

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS’ IN 
FRANCE, Tuesday, July 3, via Lon- 
don.—Accumulating documentary ev- 


idence, corroborated by statements of 
fighting men along this front who 
come into daily contact with the ene- 
my, gives the in@pression that the 
German army is now rapidly deterior- 
ating. 

Up to the beginning of the April of- 
fensive there was still general confi- 
dence among prisoners that Germany 
would win this war. This was the 
basis of that decent self-respect which 
forbids that a soldier lay down his 
arms so long as he has even a alight 
fighting chance, Now it is an unvary- 
ing testimony that recognition of com- 
ing defeat has taken much of the gin- 
ger out of the rank and file of the 
enemy and has even caused the arro- 
gant Prussian officer to carry his 
haughty head less haughtily. 

Prisoners taken during the past few 
days no longer care to conceal their 
satisfaction at being captured. None 
of them is greatly interested In terma 
for peace. They concede that Ger- 
many must In the end accept what- 
ever conditions are imposed by the al- 
lies, 

A German ron-commissioned offte 
cer captured during the present opera- 
tlons said that the cheerful bearing 
and high ndorale of the men of the 
British army reminded him of the at- 
tliude of the German troops of 1914, 

This change in sentiment among the 
enemy soldiers has not been brought 
about by a lack of food or war mate- 
rial. The rations of the Germans lack 
variety, it is true, but are undoubtedly 
sufficient to keep the men in good 
physical condition, The scarcity of 
artillery ammunition has been empha- 
sized in enemy documents recently 
captured, but for important actions 
there seems to be as yet no lack. The 
decrease in the activity of the enemy 
artillery is chiefly of the sort known 
as “harassing fire,” in which shells 
are directed on roads, trenches, vil- 
lages and other positions where hu- 
ay targets are supposed to. be gas 
thered. In repelling attacks and in 
preparing the way for counter attacks 
she German artillery {is still formida- 

le, 

Other weapons most used by the 
enemy are machine guns and bombs, 
Prisoners captured immediately after 
they had concluded a course of in- 
struction sald that bayonet exercises 
are no longer taught in the training 
of men for the enemy line, Recruits 
are instead trained tn the use of the 
various eerta of bombs,

(O GOING INTO 
PEAGE RIVER 


ton Business Men Will Pro- 
fit Greatly 


Just what a bumper crop will mean 
to the Peace River country, and inci- 
dently to Edmonton, is shown by the 
shipments of both freight and express 
matter now going into the north 
country. Already the splendid pros- 
pect the farmers have is having the 
effect of loosening money and they 
are beginning to buy. 

Twice a week an average of twenty 
cars of general freight is leaving Ed- 
monton for the north, and most of 
the goods in those twenty cars are 
bought here. Overy express car go- 
ing north is londed to the doors and 
several times lately an extra has had 
to be usod 

A well-known farmer of the Grande 
Prairie country expressed it as his 
belief lately, that if the total Peace 
River crop was as good as the indica- 
tions now promised and the prices 
were as fair as it seemed would pre- 
vail for this year’s crop, at least seven 
million dollars would be brought into 
the country this year. He added that 
every cent of the amount would be 
spent by the farmers of the north in 
buying the things needed for im- 
provements on their homes. For in- 
stance, this week there were shipped 
to Peace River seventy-five head of 
breeding cattle, and scarcely a train 
goes north but takes in from one. to 
five cars of stock. An immense 
amount of house furnishings and 
comforts for the homes will be 
bought; in this kind of trade Edmon- 
ton sells the larger amount, In the 
grocery line the wholesale houses of 
Edmonton have almost the exclusive 
trade of the north, and as there has 
been close to a two thousand increase 
in the population of the Peace River 
‘ountry this spring this line can be 
expected to grow much better than at 
present,

session of. the summer school for 
for teachers at the University of Al-

The services of a staff of thirty spe- 
clalists have been secured for the sea- 
sion. The majority of these are as 
highly qualified in their particular 
field as can be secured in the prov- 
ince, The department has drawn from 
the university, the normal schools, 
high schools and from the depart- 
ments of education and agriculturé 
for this purpose, 

The courses in agriculture, garden- 
ing and nature study are those moat 
favored by the at udents. Tie courses 
in art and household arts have a good 
enrollment. 

Students will have in addition 
advantages in courses in physical 
training, manual arts, folk dancing, 
fome nursing and first ald. It is 
considered to be a special advantage 
to teachers in rural and village schools 
to have a knowledge of the two lat- 
ter subjects and to be able to teach 
their senior pupils how to act in cases 
of emergency. 

This year for the first time arrange- 
néents have been made with the de- 
partment of militia to offer the full 
physical instruction course and Aa 
goodly number of teachers are taking 
advantage of this opportunity, 

At the beginning of the third week 
two special courses will be started 
for those teachers who are at present 
engaged in reading and marking pa- 
pers of the pupils writing on the mid- 
summer examinations. The majority 
of these teachers are responsible for 
the work of the senior grades in the 
elementary and the junior grades in 
the high schools, They are this year 
to be given the opportunity of supple- 
menting their training in elementary 
science and agriculture or in cadet 
instruction, according to choice.

Sugar and Rhubarb 
To the Hditor of Woman's Page: 

Dear Madam,—yYou all, like our: 
selves, [ take it, are fond of rhubarb. 
Such good pies, jellies and preserves 
can be made from and with It that one 
surely regrets such large quantities of 
sugar are required to make it palat- 
able, But do not despair for if one 
will add from 2% to 3 tablespoonsful 
of common table salt to the gallon of 
rhubarb, when putting it over the heat 
it will be necessary to use only half 
to two-thirds as much sugar as other- 
wise. We like it well cooked, so I let 
mine boil gently a half hour after 
boiling starts, stirring frequently. It's 
very good when canned combined with 
any other fruit from currants to pine- 
apple. Also [ do some with shredded 
orange or lemon peel and again for 
variety use raisins with it. 

You see, as we live far from the big 
markets I feel it is a thing to be real 
proud of, being able to make from 
this one variety such a number of 
different flavored combinations that 
we do not feel miuch desire to buy 
fruits for canning. Of course where 
one is near the big markets often such 
good bargains can be had in fruits

NEGROES SHOT 
AS THEY FLED 
BURNING HOMES 


East St. Louis Quiet Again After 
Reign Of Terror For 
Day. 


East St. Louis, I1l., July 8—A sur- 
vey of the casualties in last night's 
rioting taken at 9.30 this morning 
showed 24 bodies recovered, including 
three whites; and 74 wounded negroes. 
When citizens awoke after the brief 
rest that followed a night of rioting 
they began to take stock of the re- 
sults of the wave of lawlessness that 
held the city in terror yesterday and 
lats night. Negro quarters in different 
sections of East St. Louls was burned; 
hundreds of negro homes wero de- 
stroyed; and aproximately 300 persons 
were injured. Five fires raged sim- 
ultaneously during the night. 

1,500 Militia Called Out. 

Eleven companies of the Illinois 
National Guard, numbering about 
1,500 men, patrolled the streets at 
daylight, with orders to prevent any 
loitering at corners and any assembly 
of people on the streets. Adjutant- 
General Dicksen, of Illinois, who ar- 
rived late last night, said that troops 
would be so disposed throughout the 
city as to prevent a repetition of last 
night's dergonstrations. 

Adj.-Gen, Dickson sald that martial 
law had not been established and pro- 
bably would not be, 

The property loss due to the rioting 
was heavy because the warchouse of 
the Southern Railway and between 
100 and 160 freight cars were destroy- 
ed by the flames. The loss will amount 
to as high as $600,000. The Broadway 
theatre, valued at $100,000, also was 
destroyed. 

Negro Section Burned, 

Negro houses to the number of 150 
were burned, Nearly 100 negroes were 
sheltered at police headquarters dur- 
ing the night, Militiamen made the 
rounds of the streets bringing negroes, 
especialy women and children ,to the 
station for safety from the mobs. 

Burning of negro homes began last 
night about 6 o'clock and the mobs 
went from section to section setting 
them afire. As the negroes ran from 
their cottages, rioters fired at them, 
and many fell back into the flames, 
The burning of the negro section was 
FeRponsibis for the greatest loss of 

e. 

The rioting last night which was the 
culmination of a series of disturb- 
ances, which began with the killing 
of a police officer and the wounding 
of three policemen and two civilians 
by negroes early Monday ntorning, 
was different from most race troubles 
in that many women and girls took 
part in the turmoll. This element of 
the rioting firat manifested itself in 
the afternoon, but when the disorder 
was at its height white women took 
part in the outrages, 

Sniper Kills White Man, 

A story ,illustrative of the temper 
of the rioters, was told by George Aus 
tin, of St. Louls, Mo., who saw the 
mobs at work. White women beat 
negro women as they fled from their 
burning homes, and tore off their 
clothes, he said, . 

Only one white man was killed in 
last nights rioting, and he was shot by 
@ negro sniper. Two negroes were 
lynched during the night, and four 
were killed by snipers, 

Hundreds of negroes, many of them 
women carrying babies, crossed into 
St. Louis, Mo., last night. 

Five hundred white mien were ar- 
rested by police and guardsmen dur- 
ing the night. 

With the exception of personal en- 
counters between whites and negroes 
at widely separated points, the rioting 
virtually ceased shortly before mid- 
night. 

East St. Louis this morning present- 
ed a strange spectacle, with hats, 
coats and trousers strewn through 
nearly ali the streets, 

Fires Break Out Again 

Fires which were started by rioters 
in three negro quarters at noon, were 
inflamed by a high wind and spread 
rapidly, getting beyond control, 

A general fire alarm has been 
sounded and all fire fighting apparatus 
in the city has hurried to the scene. 
Troops and police are essembled. Five 
ur six negroes’ shacks are on fire and 
the flames are spreading rapidly. 

Two fire companies have arrived 
from St. Louls, Mo., to help fight the 
blazes which continue to spread.

HOG RAISING 
IS INCREASING 

FARM WEALTH 


Many Cars of Hogs Being Shipped 
Out of the Battle River 
Valley 


Hogs seein to find a natural home in 
the Battle River District. Like most 
of the distriets of the central part of 
\lberta, disease is practically un- 
known to the breeders of swine. As 
* by-product of most of the farms 
the hog is a wonder, especially where 
srain raising predominates, as it does 
n this new country. Many the farmer 
of this valley owes hfs present inde 
pendence to the homely old hog that 
ai times semed to be in everybody's 
Way, getting into everything he could 
reach, breaking into fll manner of 
places he was not wanted and = mak- 
ing himself a nuisance in general. 

With the coming of the railroad 
last year and the beginning of the 
cream industry the hog had advanced 
mmensely in the estimation of the 
farmer The skim milk is never 
Wasted where there are hogs, as on it 
thrives as on scarcely any other 
food. It makes strong, healthy pigs 
ind gives them an appetite for rough- 
age, 

Today hardly a train leaves’ the 
country along the Battle without from 
ene to five carlonds of hogs and at 
the present price paid it goes without 
saying that the farmer who pays a 
little attention to his hogs needs not 
be a borrower at the bank. There 
seems to be no straighter road to in- 
dependence than to come to the Bat- 
tle River Valley and raise hors, 


s A few authentic cases of men who 
have made good in the Battle River 
Valley will be of interest to those who 
are looking for examples of prosperity 
in the country they may choose _ for 
their new home. 

The following are only a fow cf 
these. Many more might be written 
about and in many cases more inter- 
esting facts could be uncovered. 

Paul Paulson, an eleven year plo- 
neer of the Alliance district, came 
from Ontario and settled five miles 
east of where Alliance now stands. 
Mr. Paulson had only a little capital 
when he arrived in the country, but 
he knew how to farm and set to work 


in earnest to make his future home 
lor years he hauled wheat’ twenty 
miles to the nearest shipping point, 


but today it is different. 

Mr. Paulson now owns eleven quar- 
ter ‘sections, has seventy-five head of 
callie and a lot of other stock, This 
year he has sown six hundred acres 
of wheat and it is now from 15 to 18 
inches high. Last year he sold 
seventy-five hundred hushels of wheat 
at two dollars per and his 0915 crop 
averaged thirty-five bushels. He 
states he has never seen a failure in 
his district. 

Levi Cramer aiso came to Alliance 
eleven years ago. He homesteads 
eight miles southeast of town and 
did his first breaking with a bull- 
team, His was truly the life of the 
pioneer and he hauled his crops thirty 
miles for shipment, Today he owns 
ten quarters and has this year a crop 
of nine hundred acres. Cramer has 
sixty head of cattle and mixes his 
farming well. He tells of the days 
when fully half of his time was spent 
on the trail between his place and 
the shipping station, It was hard 
work to get along then. Prices were 
low for grain and high for what one

Settlers in the country along the Al- 
liance-Camrose C.N.Rv line are for- 
ever assured of an abundant fuel sup- 
ply in the immense coal deposits ly- 
ing along the north side of the Battle 
river, south, of Forestburg and Alli- 
ance. The coal is a good quality of 
lignite and is easily mined, as it in 
many places crops cut along the 
breaks of the river slopes. 

At present the farmers haul from 
the mines for a distance up to twenty 
miles, but it is given out by the rail- 
road company that as soon as bulld- 
ingg material can again be secured a 
branch line will be built into the 
fields.

Sportsmen Say That Stubble 
Shooting Near Alliance is of 
Finest Kind 


There is scarcely a middle-aged 


man of today but who has fond mem- 
ories of the time when he, as a boy, 
took down the old muazzile-loading 
shot-gun and with infinite pains, mea- 
sured the shot and powder that went 
to make up a load that would scatter 
with proper degree for getting as 
many of a flock of ducks as was con- 
sistent with the awful kick following 
the discharge. Those hunting trips 
after the day's work was done, or may- 
be before daylight in the morning, 
were in many cases the one bright 
spot in the life of a country boy of 
forty years ago. Boys and men of to- 
day are a good deal like the boys and 
men of the earlier days, and like to 
get away from things for awhile and 
pit their wits against the wild things 
sith their swift wings. Those with 
sporting instincts who can get away 
at the right season of the year and 
Journey down to the Battle River Val. 
ley will land in one of the best duck 
hunting countries in Alberta, 

Along the stream and around the 
lakes the birds make their breeding 
ground, and here each spring thous- 
ands of young are raised. When grown 
they find the ripening grain awaiting 
them, and are loath to leave even 
though shot at often. The stubble 
fields become the finest of hunting 
srounds during the mornings and ev- 
enings. At times the air is literally 
alive with the big mallards. It is fine 
sport and the farmer-men down tbere 
put up “no trespass" signs to inter- 
fere with the hunter's pleasure, In- 
stead, they welcome the visitor and 


willingly conduct one to the choice 
spots, furnishing oat sheaves for 
blinds,

you last year? A seven-year-old 
grade in a herd near Oxford Mills, 
Ont., that milked from March 30, 
1916, to January 30, 1917, gave 363.9 
pounds fat, which at 45 cents per 
pound equals the substantial sum of 
$163.76. Perhaps you got more. 

Fortunately the owner of this herd 
is keeping records of each cow that 
he owns and has the satisfaction of 
knowing that six out of his fifteen 
cows earned over $150 each. 

With milk weighed every tenth day 
and a composite sample tested once 
a month, the actual yield of each cow 
for her full period of lactation can be 
found with but little trouble, 

Milk and feed record forms are free 
on application to the Dairy Division, 
Ottawa. <A study of records should 
mean an increase in your cow earning 
capacity by at least 50 per cent in 
three years.

The Galahad district is a rich farm- 
ing country, 60 miles south-east of 
Camrose and 10 miles west of Alliance, 
There are two grain elevators operat- 
ing there, and they have been unable 
to handle the quantity of grain grown 
hereabouts, but the managing com- 
panies have now, besides the elevators, 
a number of granaries which are 
filled awaiting cars for shipment.
